Thompson was stretched on the floor, un- 
conscious, The others, half dazed and 
screaming with pain were running about on 
the deck.

JUDGE TALTY’S CHARGE TO JURY 


SPECIFIC INSTRUCTIONS AS TO 
INSANITY. 


—_- + 


Legal Speeches to Close at 5 O’Clock, 
When the Case Will Be Given 
to the Jury for a 
Verdict. 


The end of the Callaway wife-murder case 
is at hand. Wednesday morning Judge 
Talty read his instructions to the jury and 
then the arguments commenced. 

In his charge the Judge had this to say 
on the question of insanity: 

Wherefore, The ©ourt inatructs you that if you 
believe and fipd from the evidence that the de- 
fendant did the killing in the manner charged 
in the indictment, but that at the time be was 
80 perverted and deranged in one or more of his 
meptal or moral facuities as to be incapable of 
uDderstanding at the moment he killed Anna P. 
Callaway that such killing was wrong, and that 
be, the defendant, was incapable of understand 
ing that this act of killing was a violation of 
the laws of God and society, if you find that he 
Was #0 insane, you should tind him not guilty. 

In many respects che trial is one tne most 
remarkable ever tried in the criminal courts 
of St. Louls. The prosecution presented a 
strong case... The defense was lamentably 
weak because there was no defense ta 
make. The counsel appointed by the court 
t»> defend Frank P. Callaway worked hard 
but were handicapped because they had 
nothing to bulld a defense upon. At first 
it was decided to make emotional insanity 
the plea. This was abandoned early and 
an attempt was made to justify the killing 
because of a wife’s alleged infidelity. This 
failed and again resort was made to emo- 
tional insanity. 

Througnout the trial 
aitentiveiy to the evidence. As a rule he 
was calm and occasionally a smiie lightened 
his features. At times when damaging evi- 
dence was brought out an expression ol 
terror came to his face. 

After Judge Tulty read his 
Wednesday it was agreed 
should each have three hours 
ment. Mr. Krone, for the State, 
o’clock and spoke for an hour. 
followed by Mr. Cunningham for the de- 
fense. Mr. Maurer will close for the te- 
fense and Circult Attorney E«sers will 
make the final plea to the jury. 

The arguments will continue until 6& 
o'clock. It is the general opinion of those 
who have followed the case that the jury 
will quickly return a verdict. 

Every available inch of space in the big 
courtroom was occupied Wednesday morn- 
ing. An hour before the Judge ascended the 
bench the spectators began to arrive. By 
9 o'clock every seat was occupied. Extra 
chairs were p.iaced inside the bar. The aisles 
were so crowded that egress and ingress 
was blocked. Men stood up in the windows 
at the rear of the courtroom and craned 
their necks and strained their ears to hear 
the words of the counsel. 

The witnesses for the State, who have 
been in the witness room .during the trial, 
were in the courtroom Wednesday and list- 
ened to the arguments. The audience was 
composed largely of women and many of 
them were handsomely attired.

“Then it was that Jabez crept upon me 
unawares. I would have prosecuted him, 
but for his age and the pleading of his 
mother.’’

GALVESTON, Tex., June 2%.—One dea, 
two dying, two seriously injured—this is 
the casualty list of a street duel at the 
corner of Tremont and Market ‘streets, the 
most prominent quarter of the city. The 
man now dead was a principal In the af- 
fray: one of the dying is the other; the 
other dying and both the sertously wounded 
men, were bystanders, who were unable to 
escape, 

The shooting was between James Johtr 
son and William A. Boyd, both gamblers, 


and its cause dated back more than a year. © 


Then, Johnson quarreled with Dick Spring- 
fié:d, a well-known gambler here, over @ 
game of cards tn the “Sixty-six" saloon, 
One accused the other of cheating; there 
were hot words, oaths and shots, and 
Springfield, in the parlance of his tk, 
‘passed in his checks.” Johnson wae tried 
for murder, but was acquitted. 

Boyd was Springfield's friend and he fee 
sented the death of his partner at Johne 
son's hands. He boasted that Johnson, too, 
should die with his boots on, and Johnson 
heard of it, and defied Boyd. Each looked 
for the chance to get the drop on the other, 
but neither was careless enough to give his 
opponent the opportunity he coveted. 

About a week ago Boyd and Johnson aiet 
and had hot words, and Johnson drew a 
pistol and leveled it at his enemy. Quick: as 
a flash Boyd leaped at. Johnson and 
pled with him. They wrestled and 
until finally Boyd wrested the pistol 
his opponent before Johnson could 
shot. Then he turned in and gave 
such a beating that he nearly killed him, ™ 


Johnson's friends \reseced him and ont Bae 


him home for repairs. He was lala up wien 
yesterday, and every day that he spent in. 
doors increased his hatred for his enemy 
and his thirst for Boyd's blood. He got out 
of bed yesterday, armed himself and started 
out for the avowed purpose of settling 
Boyd, once for all. 

Just in front of the “Two Brothers” sa- 
loon, at Tremont and Market streets, John- 
son met Boyd. They started, glared at 
each other and Johnson shouted, as he 
pulied his pistol. 

“I’ve got you now: 

He fired, but his shot went wild. Then 
Boyd pulled his own revolver and taking 


aim at Johnson, fired. The ball struck 
Johnson in the abdomen, and Johnson be- 


gan to go down. Four more shots from the 
Boyd revolver followed, so rapidly that they 
could scarcely be counted, each one true, 
each one lodging, as did the first, in John- 
son's abdomen. The aixth shot went into 
Johnson's chest as he fell. 

But meanwhile Johnson had not been idle, 
Though his first shot failed to reach his 
enemy, he kept on throwing bullets as fast 
as he could work his revoiver. As a conge- 
quence, while most of his shots had no ef- 
fect, Boyd finally went down with a ball in 
the left thigh that shattered the bone and 
eent him, bleeding and helpless, into the 
gutter. Policeman Bowe had meanwhile 
rushed in and taken Johnson, who was fast 
dying, in his arms. It was while thus sup. 
ported, leaning over the shoulder of the of- 
ficer of the law, that Johnson, taking dellb- 
erate alm, sent his last bullet at Boyd. It

The Army Will Be Recruited 
to the Full 100,000. 


NO REGIMENTS FROM STATES. 


NEW MEN WILL BE KNOWN AS 
UNITED STATES VOLUNTEERS. 


Further Efforts Will Be Made to In- 
duce the Troops Now Leaving the 
Philippines to Re-enlist and 
Remain There. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON. June 3B.—The War De- 
partment has changed its policy of evas‘on. 
There fis concealment of the fact 
that Otis needs and will be given more 
men, Just as quickly as possible his effec- 
tive force willl be increased to 530,000. 

Renewed efforts will be made to induce 
the volunteers now about to leave Manila 
for home, to re-enlist and remain there. 

The offer of a bounty of travel, pay and 
rations, amounting to about $600 to each 
man, has faliied to induce any large number 
of these volunteers to re-enlist. Now an 


offer of a furlough home will be added to 
the original proposition. 

As a result of a conference between 
the President and Secretary Alger it 
has been decided to begin the _ enlist- 
ment of volunteers for two years’ service 
in the Philippines. Orders to recruiting of- 
ficers to this effect will be sent out to-mor- 
row. It is proposed to arm and equip three 
Drigades or about 10,000 men, and then to 
continue the work until the whole 35,000 au- 
thorized by law are secured. 

There wili be no cajl upon the States. The 
regiments will be “organized as United 
States volunteers. Officers will be appointed 
by the President and assigned to regiments 
without regard to State lines. The max- 
imum of the regular army of 65.000 men 
has been secured and now enlistments wll 
be made for the provisional army to make 
up tne total strength of 100.000 men. Gen. 
Otis has 20.300 men on the ground or under 
orders, and volunteers will be rushed to him 
until he has an effective force of 50,000 men. 

In the en.istments for the United States 
volunteers of the late war, including those

VANDERBILTS REACHING OUT. 


WESTERN LINES TO BE MERGED 
IN THE N. Y. CENTRAL.

The Scheme of Consolidation Is Fully 
Planned and Is Being Worked Out 
as Rapidly as Such Tasks Can 
Be Accomplished. 


NPW YORK, June 28.—Important confcr- 
ences of railroad managers are in prog- 
ress in this city. Among those now here 
are William K. Vanderbilt, Samuel R, Cal- 
laway, president of the New York Central; 
President Newman of the Lake Shore, 
President Ledyard of the Michigan Cen- 
tral, President Conifft of the Nickel Plate, 
tral, President Coniff of the Pennsylvania, 
Norman B. Ream of Chicago, J. J. Hill of 
the Great Northern and Oscar G. Murray 
and John K. Cowan of the Baltimore & 
Ohio. I: is said the Western men have 
come here to meet and consult with J. Pier- 
pont Morgan and other prominent finan- 
ciers in Wall street and many important 
changes in railroad management are looked 
for as a result of the gathering. Interest 
seems to center upon the Vanderbilt lines 
and the belicf is growing that not only is 
the Boston & Albany to come into the New 
York Central’s control, but step by step 
other consolidations of that system with 
roads in New England are to take place. 
The present plan contemplates the final 
absorption by the New York Central of 
the Boston & Albany, the Boston « Maine, 
the Fitchburg, the Maine Central and trib- 
utary lines, 

Already the Lake Shore, the Michigan 
Central, the West Shore and the Nickel 
Plate have been taken by the New York 
Central. Despite denial, there is abundant 
substantiation in trustworthy places of the 
report that the Big Four and the ¢ hesa- 
peake & Ohio, as well as the Chicago & 
Northwestern, the Union Pacific and the 
Oregon Short Line are to be consolidated 
with the Central. It takes time to accom- 
pliva these tremendous tasks, but the plan 
is matured, and as fast as the transactions 
can be accomplished the scheme of consol- 
idation is being worked out. : 

The ultimate disposition of the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford, so a prom- 
inent railroad official said, will be to incor- 
porate it in the New York Central. The 
New Haven, it is known, wanted to lease 
certain parts of the Boston & Albany which 
adjoined its tefritory, and while there wae 
a hiteh over the terms the Central has, if 
these reports are true, stepped in and taken 
all. It is known that negotiations are un- 
der way between the New Haven and the 
Central for a consolidation of the proper- 
ties, and it is generally belleved that the 
New Haven. in the end, will come into the 
New York Central. 
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JAPAN FEARS NO POWER. 


Gen. Mirura Opposes Increase of the 
Army and Navy. 


VANCOUVER, B. C., June 2.—The as- 
sembling of the peace conference at The 
Hague has led Viscount M. Mirura, the fire- 
eating Japanese general, to join hands with 
Count Okuma in a crusade against the ex- 
tension of the army and navy and the in- 
crease of taxes.

THE SECRET OUT AFTER DEATH. 


He Had Gained His Riches and Mar- 
ried Again After Desertiun of 
Mrs. Moran No. l. 


CHICAGO. -Ill, June 2%.—The right of 
Mrs. ‘Mary A. Moran to a widow's dower 
in the $300,000 estate of William J. Wright, 
the late Pittsburg brewer, admitted by 
the second wife, who, until his death, had 
never known that he had been before mar- 
ried. Mrs. Wrig‘ht has been in Chicago sev- 
eral days, having come to meet Mrs. Mo- 
ran and investigate her claims to be con- 
sidered the legal widow of Wright and 
those of her daughter to inherit the brew- 


ery stock. When Mrs, Moran showed that 
the man she married at the Holy Name (a- 
thedral in 1873 was the same who died rica 
in Pittsburg, Mrs. Wright. prepared to turn 
over to her her share in te estate. This will 
be her dower. a third of Wright's real es- 
tate during life and a third of his personal 
property. The settlement of the estate she 
turned over to Lowden, Bstabrook & Da- 
vis, lawyers of this city. 

There are no other claimants, and the 

right of Mrs. Moran to the dower being 
conceded she will start for Pittsburg soon 
and will before long come into the right 
from which the act of Mofan so long Kept 
her. 
Mrs. Moran lives at present in the second 
flat of a two-story frame house, in Raverns- 
wood, with her daughter and with her 
children by a former marriage. She had 
some means from her first husband, and 
on them and supported in part by her chil- 
dren, she has lived since her husband left 
her. Her daughter, Leonora, called by her 
friends ‘‘Dolly,”’ is a tall, slender, young 
woman who was educated for a school 
teacher, but who was crippled by a bicycle 
accident some four years ago and thas been 
prevented from taking a position. Now she 
will have no need to, and the many friends 
of the family in Ravenswood are rejoicing 
with them in their good fortune. 

The story is a long one and dates back to 
1873, when there was living in this city Mrs. 
Mary A. Thiesing, the widow of a Cincin- 
nati druggist. In that year she married 
William Moran, a young man living here, 
and to them one daughter was born. The 
couple lived together about two years, and 
then Moran left, saying he was going to 
the Black Hillis to dig for gold, and would 
write for his wife or return to her soon. 
From that time on nothing was heard from 
him. The Black’ Hills were being overrun 
by a reckless crowd of gold-seekers, and 
when word came that Moran was dead 
his wife readily accepted it as the truth 
and went into mourning for him. That 
he was dead she never doubted until a 
fortnight ago. 

Moran, however, was not dead. He went 
to Ohio and changed his name some 15 
years ago, and there married an estimable 
roung woman. He removed with her to 
*7ittsburg. There -was then in Pittsburg a 
law restricting thé number of saloons which 
could be licensed at a time. As a conse- 
quence these licenses were all valuable. 
Moran was a pleasant-spoken fellow and 
had always been something of a politician, 
and under the name of Wright he secured a 
license and opened a saloon. He prospered 
and became interested in the Phen:x Brew- 
ing Company, which also prospered. About 
two years ago he made his will, and in it 
left the bulk of his property to Ma J. 
Wright, his second wife. He left many 
other bequests, however, and among them 
was one of 30 shares of stock in the Phen!tx 
Brewing Company to “my daughter by my 
former marriage, now living in Chicago.” 

When he died and his will was opened 
Mrs. Wright, the second wife, learned for 
the first time that her husband had been 
married before. She at once took steps to 
locate the heir and came here with the ex- 
ecutors of the estate and her attorneys to 
hunt for the legatee. 

J. Philbin, an Omaha man, who had 
been a friend of Moran's-when the latter 
went gold hunting, and who had followed 
his varied career, proved the man able to 
connect the two lives of the brewer. He 
notified Mrs. Wright and the executors that 
the former wife's name was Moram and 
at the same time wrote to Mrs. Moran that 
her daughter had been left 30 shares of 
brewery stock in Pittsburg by Moran, $in- 
der the name of Wright. This stock is 
worth in the neighborhood of $15,000.

SUCCOTASH.—(A time-honored = dish, 
which, ‘according to tradition, the Pilgrims 
learned how to make from the’ Indians.) 
One quart large white beans, six quarts 
hulled corn, six to eight pounds corned 
beef, from the second cut of the rattle 
rand; one pound salt pork, fat and lean; 
chicken, weighing from four to six pounds; 
one large, white French turnip, eight or 
ten potatoes. Wash the beans and soak 


over night in cold water. In the morning 
put them in cold soft water. When boiling, 
change the water and simmer until soft 
enough to mash to a pulp and the water 
is nearly all absorbed. Wash the galt 
pork and corned beef, which should be 
corned only three or four days. Put them 
on about 8 o'clock in cold water, in a 
very large kettle, and skim as they degin 
to botl Clean and truss the chicken as 
for boiling, and put it with the meat about 
an hour and a quarter before dinner time. 
Allow a longer time if a fowl be used, and 
keep plenty of water in the kettle. Two 
hours before dinner time put the beans, 
mashed to a pulp, and the hulled corn, 
into another kettle, with some of the fat 
from the meat in the bottom to keep them 
from eticking. Take out enough liquor 
from the meat to cover the corn and beans, 
and let them simmer when they will not 
burn. Stir often, and add more liquor if 
needed. The mixture should be like a 
thick soup, and the beans should absorb 
all the liquor, yet it must not be too dry. 
Pare and cut the turnips into inch slices: 
add it about 11 o’clock, and the potatoes 
(pared) half an hour later. Take up the 
chicken as soon as tender, that it may be 
served whole. Serve the beef and pork to- 
gether; the chicken, turnip and potatoes 
each In separate dishes, and the beans and 
corn in a tureen. The more common way, 
however, is to serve the whole together in 
one dish. ;

THE SHAMROCK’S CONSTRUCTION. 


It Is Said to Be Three Parts of Alum- 
inum and One Part of Nickel. 

LONDON, June @.—It is said in authora- 
tive cireles that the alloy of which the 
Shamrock is constructed above the water 
line is composed of three parts aluminum 
and one part nickel.

[I have taken the measure of Tom S&Shar- 
key; I have insisted publiciy for over a 
year that I could beat Bob Fitzsimmons, 
and having witnessed the battie between 
Jeffries and Fitzsimmons, I am grieved 
that | was not in elther one of their 
piaces that night. 

Jt is not my desire to detract from the 
credit due the new champion, but expres- 
sions emanating from him relative to my 
challenge, issued before the fight, have 
placed me on the defensive. 

it ill becomes a man like Jeffries, who is 
a newcomer in the pugilistic wor.d, to be- 
little my challenge, backed by $1000 of my 
own money, with slurring remarks, intl- 
mating that I was only bluffing. 

I have been in the boxing business from 
early you'h, and there is nothing in my 
record that will ehow that I have not beeu 
ready to meet any and -all comers, after 
I had once said I would fight. My career 
has been gradual, and there is not a mid- 
dleweight of any pretension whom I have 
not beaten decisive.y, unless it is Bob Fita- 
simmons. It is but a little over a year 
ago that I entered the heavyweight class, 
ind I have beaten Gus Ruhiin, Joe God. 
dard and Joe Choynski. My other contest 
was with Tom Sharkey. 

In the same length of time, beginning 
from May 2, 1898. the date of my first 
heavyweight battle, Jim Jeffries has 
fought twice. He essaved to beat Bob Arm- 
etrore and Steve O’ Donnell, each in ten 
rounds. He managed to secure a decision 
over Armstrong, a fourth-class man, tin 10 
rounds, but was unable to go on with his 
bout with Steve O'Donnell. His next effort 
was with Bob Fitz*s'mmons. 

It is not my intention to decry Jeffries’ 
much-lauded ability. He is justified in 
reaping all the benefit he can by tre chance 
presented through lucky opportunity. It is 
admitted by those who saw Fitz in his 
fight with Jeffries, as well as many of his 
previous battles, that the former champion, 
almost throughout his last contest, dis- 
played form that would not have been cred- 
itable to a first-class amateur boxer. 
Whether it was owing to over-confidence 
or retrogression I am not prepared to as- 
sert. Perhaps it was a little of both. 

My purpose in giving this letter to the 
public is to state why I believe that I would 
have an excellent chance against Jeffries. 
I laugh at the claim that he is too big for 
me, as I like them that way, for they are 
hard to miss. 

n the first place a man Jeffries’ 
build and avoirdupois cannot execute his 
science as quickly as a man of my weig'st 
and build. I am too speedy for him. and 
can take two steps while he is tukine one, 
and my first step would bring me into po- 
sition to deliver a biow before he could re- 
gain his balance. He could not gather him- 
self aS quickly and is entirely too slow for a 
man of my rapidity.

GALES FERRY, Conn., June 28.—The 
finishing touches have been applied; the 
hard practice is over; and the six crews 
which will represent Yale and Harvard 
on the Thames in the big regatta are prac- 
licalLy awaiting the pistol shot which wiil 
— them off over the course on Thurs- 
ay. 


The close of the training period finds 


' all of the oarsmen of the two universities 


in perfect shape, physically, with no in- 
dications of over training, except, perhaps, 
little fineness.in the condition of two 
men in the Harvard '“arsity eight. 


The work on the river has been more 
than ordinarily delightful this year on ac- 
count of the cordia: feeling which has from 
the first existed between the rival oarsmen. 
In fact, the utter lack of secrecy, the open 
and frank methods of practice, and the ex- 
change of courtesies between the Yale and 
Harvard settlementea have done much, ac- 
cording to the coachers and graduates of 
both universities, toward putting inter- 
collegiate rowing on a new footing. 


The contests are awaited with much in- 
terest in view of the fact that the man- 
agers have conceived, and this year, for 
the first time, are about to carry out the 
scheme of a regatta. The events of the 
meet will be crowded into one day in order 
to meet the convenience of visiting specta- 
tors. 

The contests will begin in the forenoon 
Thursday, and will find a climax in the 
early evening with the ‘big’ race between 
the eights of the two universities. 

Wind, weather and water permitting, the 
univeretty fours will row their race at 
10:30 a. m., the start being just above the 
The course will lie up stream 
for two miles, this race finishing at the 
two-mile flag, off the navy yard.

GRATIFIED.

The public school year of 1898-99. which 
has just come io a close. is regarded by 
Supt. Soldan as noteworthy for the uni- 
formity of successes achieved in the educa- 
tional history of St. Louis.

He ate 
tributes this to Var.ous causes among 
them being the fact that reviving industr.es 
ufforded many a child opportunity to 
earn a little money, was weferred 
by the parents to allowing it to complete 
its education. liowever. Prinec:pals and 
teachers were both engaged ‘in active mis- 
sionary work, and their efforts were not 
without effect.

“As an educator,”’ sald he, “I could not but 
g&.ve such a measure my heartiest support.

advantages it would impose. 

“I]t is presumed the School Board will act 
upon this question next fall, it being be- 
lieved that the majority of them are in 
favor of it.”’ 

There are 1600 teachers on the pay-roll 
and the smail number of discharges for 
cause is a testimonial to the efficiency and 
thoroughness of this great number. As 
an illustration of the discipline that is be- 
ing maintained, the guperintendent cited 
the fact that out of the 85,000 pupils at- 
tending the St. Louis public schools there 
were but 170 cases of corporal punishments, 

“This is directly due to the manner of 
instruction employed,”’ said Prof. Soldan. 
“Instead of being purely automatic it ie 
made a matter of interest to the children, 
and thereby greater exertions are put 
forth. Lessons are no longer merely so 
much printed stuff, to be committed to 
memory. Each day's task reveals new and 
interesting facts that cause the _ school 
work to become less of a bore and more of 
a pleasure. The teachers and thelr schol- 
ars have come nearer to each other, and 
thus rendeyed the work lighter for both. 
On the whole, there can be nothing but 
praise spoken for all connected with the 
schools for the work accompliched. It has 
been most encouraging to the associate 
superintendents and myself."

ATTACKED WHILE GOING HOME.
